Miss Cameron, who is the daughter 
of Bir. and Mrs. ColinwCameron and a 
teacher at the Benton Public School, 1s 
proud of the fact that she has seen the 
Queen. She recited with much enthusiasm 
for the Post-Dispatch the circumstances at- 
tending her view of Great Britain’s now dy- 
ing sovereign. 

“It was just six months ago Saturday, 
that is, July 19, 1900, that I saw the Queen,” 
Miss Cameron said. ‘“‘I had gone to Scot- 
land with my sister to visit the old home 
of my father and had come from there 
down to London to meet the St. Louis party 
of Christian Endeavorers who were touring 
Burope, I being a member and an officer 
of the Y. P. 8. C. E. 

“Of course every one of the tourists was 
anxious to see the Queen. She was stop- 
ping at Windsor Castle at the time and 
when I read on July 19 that she.would leave 
next day for Osborne Castle on the Isle of 
Wight, where she is now dying, I concluded 
to make an effort at once to see her, fee.ing 
that it was the opportunity of a liletime for 
me. I had all my life cherished an ambition 
to see the Queen and I was determined 
to do so that day if possible. 

“Accompanied by Mr. Ed Cory and Rev. 
Mr. McKinney of 8t. Louls, I started for 
Windser Castle. It was only an hour's 
ride from London by rall. We arrived there 
about 4 o'clock in the afternoon and learned 
from a guard at the castle gate that the 
Queen would go driving about 4:50 o'clock 
to visit Frogmore, where her husband is 
buried. We asked the guards where to 
stand to get the best view of her. They 
were very polite and showed up the places 
of vantage. 

‘As we three stood waiting, a 
of other Endeavorers arrived and with 
them some Australian tourists and some 
Seotchmen.

[It is an empire, compared with which 
those of Alexander. Trojan and Solomon 
seem insignificant. At the beginning of the 
reign the total population of the British em- 
pire was about 127,500,000. Today it is 383,- 
000,000, or more than one-fifth of that of the 
who'e world. The area of the empire is now 
11,334,391 square miles. That is equal to 
nearly three times the area of Europe, or to 
about one-fifth the land area of the globe. 
In the United Kinedom itself there were 
sixty years ago only 16,000,000 inhabitanis. 
Now there are about 39,000,000. This is a 
greater proportion of increase than any 
other European nation can boast.
